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MICHEL TAPIE SPEAKS IN THE S. F. A. A. GALLERY 

Michel Tapie', internationally-known French aesthetician, 
spoke to a crowded gallery on Wednesday evening, Sep¬ 
tember 10th. It was an extremely successful event. In 
spite of M. Tapie'*s accent his comments and the slides he 
presented gave everyone a good picture of what is happen¬ 
ing in contemporary art in Europe, Japan and America. 


M. Tapie', speaking informally after the lecture, stated 
that in his opinion the West Coast is the one place in the 
world with new ideas and vitality in art. He stated that 
ideas are scarce in Paris, lacking in New York and abun¬ 
dant here. He also feels that Japanese artists are moving 
forward as a result of influence from the West Coast. 

He is in this country to supervise the New York showing 
of the international painting exhibition which he organ¬ 
ized in Osaka, Japan last year. The exhibition will then 
continue to tour the important capitals of the world. 

Michel Tapie', a member of the family of the Counts of 
Toulouse and nephew of Toulouse-Lautrec, is one of the 
foremost interpreters of and writers on contemporary art. 
For the past ten years he has acted as aesthetic advisor to 
many of the important Parisian art galleries. 


Association two works each year. One work will 
be from the Annual Members’ Show (or a substitute 
for this one if the artist so wishes), the other, sel¬ 
ected by the artist especially for its suitability for 
travel, will be brought in by the artist shortly 
afterward. 



The Bank office and storeroom will be in the area 
formerly occupied by the CSFA art materials store 
(opening from the Gallery). The SFAA Gallery 
will be used for the initial showing of each of the 
travelling exhibitions. In this way each member 
will be assured of the exhibition of at least one of 
his works each year. The first of these shows is 
scheduled to open with the opening of the Bank in 
mid-October. 

The collection of art works available for travel¬ 
ling will be set up in the next few weeks ( see 
attached prospectus and entry blanks, etc .) It is 
important that you send to the Bank a painting or 
sculpture which will represent your best work and 
which will also be easy to transport and to hang. 


Fred Martin was selected to take charge of the activities 
of the Art Bank. The Artists’ Council determined that the 
position should carry the title, ” Administrator. " Mr. Martin 
officially began his duties on August 18. 


THE ART BANK 

The plans for the Art Bank have been approved by the Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation and it is scheduled to open on or about October 
15. The objectives of the Bank are: 

1. To establish and to maintain a permanent storehouse of 
current work by Artist Members of the SFAA which will 
serve as source material for museum people, educators 
and laymen interested in the visual arts, and from which 
special exhibitions will be formed for national distri¬ 
bution. 

2. The project will form the vital link between the artist 
and his public by providing a definite program for the 
education of the public in the understanding and appre¬ 
ciation of works of contemporary art. This will be 
done through: 

A. A series of travelling shows outlining the major 
trends, themes and concerns of contemporary 
West Coast artists which will be organized from 
works available in the Bank. These exhibitions 
will first be shown in the gallery of the Associ¬ 
ation at 800 Chestnut St., S. F., and then made 
available to museums, libraries and schools 
throughout the country. 

B. The Art Bank will also assist the artist in reach¬ 
ing his public by providing for visitors a cross- 
section of contemporary Western art available for 
viewing at all times. The Bank will contain two 
works by each artist represented in it. Complete 
biographies of all the artists in the Bank will be 
available in the office of the Bank. This will 
prove to be of special importance to museum 
people and educators from other parts of the coun¬ 
try who often visit the San Francisco area in search 
of new talent. An administrator will serve as liai¬ 
son, arranging studio tours, assisting in bringing 
artists and interested persons together, and arrang¬ 
ing for viewing the contents of the Bank by visitors. 

C. Every year a large exhibition, including one work 
by each artist represented in the Bank will be in¬ 
stalled at one of the museums in San Francisco. 

A catalogue of this exhibition will be published. 
Each work in the exhibition will be illustrated and 
accompanied by a brief biography of the artist. 

This catalogue will be sent to museums, colleges, 
libraries and individuals throughout the country and 
will serve as a reference work for study in con - 
temporary art and for the organization of exhi¬ 
bitions in other parts of the nation. The col¬ 
lection of works in the storehouse will be accumu¬ 
lated bv obtaining from each artist member of the 


NOTICE TO ARTIST MEMBERS 

The Artists* Council has voted to refrain from partici¬ 
pating in this year’s San Francisco Art Festival as a 
group. This decision was made in part for the reason 
that the artist members have not shown a great deal 
of interest in the group exhibition in recent years. 

However, the Council urges all of the S. F. A. A. 
artist members to participate as individuals and to 
support the Festival wholeheartedly. 


THE 1958 OPEN MEMBERSHIP EXHIBITIO N 

The preview for the exhibition will be held on Thursday even¬ 
ing, September 26th at the Palace of the Legion of Honor. 
Members of the Patrons of Art and Music in the Women’s Aux¬ 
iliary of the San Francisco Art Association will act as hostesses. 

The Patrons of Art and Music have also announced that they 
will give a $500 purchase award to one work exhibited. The 
jury selected for this award includes Thomas Carr Howe, Dir¬ 
ector of the California Palace of the Legion of Honor, Alfred 
Frankenstein, art critic of the Chronicle, and Ross Smith, 
Assistant to Mr. Howe. 

The Catalogue for the exhibition (and the Art Bank) is in its 
final stages of preparation. Every effort is being made to have 
it completed by the night of the opening so that it can be avail¬ 
able for sale at that time. 


THE DRAWING AND PRINT ANNUAL 

The Artists* Council voted to appropriate $150 for prizes for 
this annual and to request the Board of Directors to match this 
amount. The total amount of prize money will be divided 
equally between the print jury and the drawing jury. The print 
jury will have the privilege of using all money assigned to it 
for purchase prizes. The drawing jury is being instructed to 
award one purchase prize and use the remainder of its funds 
for straight awards, amounts to be determined by the jury.
